. © good promise+with which the season began was not fulfilled. Ther rainfall, 
generally speaking, was scanty, and came to an abrupt termination, There was 
anxiety about the failure of the crops, but fortunately, except in parts of the 
ay.’ Pe . 
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Soopool sub-djvision of Bhagulpore, the failure was not considerable, In 
Purheah the failure was not so tas has been expected. In Monghyr the 
general outturn of rice was about an average crop. In South Bi 

the crops were little, if anything, below the average, and the cold weather or 
rubbee crop was at least an average one all over the district. The Sonthal 
Pergunnabs did not suffer. Regarding these Pergunnahs the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Mr. Boxwell, writes— I think this district is safe against any but 
extreme drought. The bhadoi is nearly always good; the aughani rice is 
mainly grown in hollows where moisture lasts longest ; irrigation is easy, cheap, 
and customary, and the population thin.” Tue Commissioner adds that these 
remarks are applicable to that portion of the Bhaguipore and Monghyr districts 
which lies on the south of ihe Ganges. There the deficiency on account of short 
rainfallis made up also by irrigation works which are kept up by the land- 


~ holders to ensure the realization of their rents. 


8. In Soopool sub-division the winter rice harvest was a failure, but even 
here the tract where the crops were wholly destroyed was limited to an 
extent not exceeding 10 to 20 miles in depth below the Nepaul frontier. From 
October last this sub-division was divided into beats, each placed under a 
Sub-Deputy Collector or Canoongoe, whose duty it was to travel over his 
circle, and look out for and notify any signs of distress: at the same time 
zemindars were called upon to assist their own people; the Durbhanga Raj,

charitable relief to some 350 persons and had opened several works upon ti 
Narridigur estate; one or two tanks had also been eommenced by private 
individuals, The latest returns show that in July the number of persons 
receiving charitable relief from the Durbhanga Raj amounted to 844 persons. 
At no period has the distress been such as to create special alarm or uneasiness, 
and in all cases where distress was manifest, it has been promptly relieved. 
The price of grain, it is reported, has been moderate in consequence of the large 
influx of food intu the affected area and into the neighbouring district of 
Tirhoot. 

4. Cholera appears to have been worse than usua)] in the Bhagulpore 
Division during the year. In other respects, the ordinary material condition 
of the people is described as having been unaffected by climatic or other 
influences. Purneah is the most prosperous of the districts; the rent paid for’ 
land is low; there is excellent pasturage, and the population does not press 
unduly on the land. That the people there are not impoverished, is proved 
by the fact that out of five laklis advanced to them in 1873-74, all but 
half a lakh of rupees has been — into the Government treasury, meng + 
no success attends the efforts that are made to encourage emigration. No 
emigrant coolies at all were registered during the year from ah; from 
Bhagulpore only 61 persons; from the Sonthal Pergunnahs persons ; 
and from Mongbyr 1,592 persons, almost all destined for the tea districts. 
The returns from Monghyr only are in any degree satisfactory. The Lieute-— 
nant-Governor considers that credit is due to Mr. Lockwood for the active 
interest he has taken in encouraging emigration, 

5. The Commissioner has included in his report an interesting chapter 
regarding manufactures. Indigo cultivation in the Purneah district, as is 
well known, is conducted on a sound and healthy basis and continues to %

During the year under report, the export trade of the division is 
believed to have been less than in ordinary years. » At Soopool, in lieu of the 
usual exports, matters were reversed, and a large import in food-grain was 
carried on. gA considerable amount of rice was taken to Soopool from the 
Muddehpoorah sub-division, and grain of all kinds was imported from 
Khagureah on the mouth of the Chota Gunduck in the Monghyr district. 

7.. In complistnce with a request of the Lieutenant-Governor’s in the’ 
Resolution on last year’s report, Mr. Barlow has caused an enquiry ‘to be made 

ing the relative importance of Rajmehal and Sahebgunge as centres of 
trade. Rajmehal, it appears, has all the cross-Ganges traffic by Maldah, 
i s,and Rungpore; while Sahebgunge is the point of departure for 
trade from the railway to the northern districts of Purneah, Julpigoree, and 
eeling.’ There is therefore no competition between Sahebgunge and Raj- 
mehal: competition, where it exists, lies between Sahebgange and Peerpointee, 
and this year a number of passengers for Darjeeling have taken the latter 
route. For goods, however, the route is determined by the accommodation pro- 
vided by the Railway Company, and it is understood that only an extraordinary 
change in the river channel would induce the Company to divert the trafic 
from Sahebgunge to Peerpointee.- 

8. The trade between Nepaul and the frontier has now been registered 
since October ,last, but it is premature at present to enter upon a review 
of this traffic, -St‘is remarked by the Commissioner that the Nepaulese 
Qc¢oviment levies duties on all exports by means of chowdharies who are 
4gsioned along the frontier on the principal trade routes, and that import duties 
are also usually, but not invariably, levied. 

9, Under the head of “Public feeling on general or special subjects,” 
Mr. Barlow reviews the principal causes of uneasiness among the people in 
the Sonthal Pergunnahs. These are stated to be (1) the rent question; (2) 
religious movements. Progress has been made towards setting the former at 
rest by the settlement operations, and the irritation, or rather the ill-feeling 
that the Sonthals bore against their landlords, is now more or less in abeyance. 
The settlement operations have been constantly and closely watched by 
Government, and the subject will be separately reviewed in connection with 
the Commissioner's settlement report. As regards the religious movement, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that there has been no widesproad 
exgitement during the past year. This result is to be attributed to the 
precautionary measures which were taken in 1875: a detachment of the regi- 
ment stationed at Bhagulpore is still located at Nya Doomka, the head-quarters 
of the Sonthal Pergunnahs district. 

0. The new Chowkidaree Act was introduced into the districts of 
Monghyr and Purneah within the year. Mr. Barlow hopes that the new 
arrangements wétl"be—and assures the Government that every effort will be 
used to enstre that they shall bo—a beneficial change from the old system. 
The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the Magistrate of Purneah in 
particular is exerting himself to make this important administrative measure 
a success. The working of the Subordinate Executive Service is favor- 
ably reported on. Mr. Lockwood, the Magistrate of Mongbyr, who is a 
highly competent authority, reports that “the appointment of Sub-Deputies 
has been of great benefit to the country generally, and to officers in charge of 
sub-divisions particularly.” He adds that “there never was a better method 
of getting fairly good work done economically.” In the same way, Mr. tf a 

experienced Magistrate of Bhagulpore, expresses his opinion :— I have

The constitution of independent 
benches will follow the successful working of the present system, when a 
‘sufficient number of competent Honorary Magistrates ‘shall have acquired 
the necessiry training and experience. 

12. Whe Lieutenant-Governor regrets that, except in the Monghyr 
district, but little progress has been made in the collection and acquisition 
of statistics. The Government garden at Monghyr continues in a satisfactory 
condition. The Monghyr Museum has been remarkably successful. It was 
opened in September last and is now full, containing an unique collection of local 
manufactures and other products. Mr. Lockwood, the Collector, takes the 
keenest interest in the natural history and productions of his district. 

13. Criminal cases have decreased during the year under review, but civil 
litigation has increased. The observations of the Commissioner regdrding 
the administration of civil justice will be communicated to the High Court. 

14. The condition of laadholders generally in the division is described 
as most unsettled. ‘ Considerable changes,” writes Mr. Barlow, “ may 
expected. ‘The old houses are heavily involved: many of them have already 
been sold up, and others are gradually breaking up, owing*te-mortgages being 
foreclosed or sales being concluded; and new blood, chiefly of the sabgjas 
class, is being infused into the zemindars. I have no doubt that, a8 time gods 
on, we shall see, except perhaps in the largest estates, a new set of gemin- 
dars comparatively free from indebtedness, and bestowing’ more personal 
attention upon the management of their estates than the old ones could do.” 
These changes, actual or prospective, in the proprietary tenure of the land 
cause much regret to the Lieutenant-Governor. The relationship between 
landlord and tenant is upon the whole quiet, though occasionally facts coma, to 
notice which show that events happen which provoke discontent and require 
careful watching. The farming system is extensively in vogue in the 
Bhagulpore district, and illegal attachment and seizures of crops are common. 
It is the practice, when the crops are ripe, to send a peon or sowar to lay an 
embargo thereupon until the claims of the landlords are met. ‘This practice 
was brought prominently to notice during the course of the enquiries regarding 
scarcity in Soopool. The evil has dated for years back, and has become a 
custom, so that the villagers submit without complaint. But the practice is 
manifestly illegal, and zemindars and others have been warned that the law of 
distraint imposes conditions that cannot be disregarded. The Lieutenant. 
Governor expects that this practice will be gradually stopped. 

15. The working of the Excise Department during the\pear was satisfac- 
tory. Together with an increase of revenue, the consumption of Spirits, which 
gives nearly half the revenue, has decreased. 

16. ‘The circulation of currency notes is increasing, and the use of notes 
is every year becoming more popular among natives. ‘The transactions at the 
Purneah treasury are the largest, the receipts amounting to nearly eighteen 
lakhs of rupees in the year. There is a small increase in the number of deposits 
in the Government Savings Banks; the money order transactions show a consi- 
derable falling off in all the districts. 

17. The communications and roads of the division have not been 
, aad improved during the year. The roads constructed as relief worl 

uring the Jate famine have partially opened out a large extent of coun) 
previously difficult of access, but a great deal remains to be done before the 
roads are properly finished. The village roads are'said to have been. carefully 
attended to by the Road Cess Committees. © 

18. The attempt to introduce the payment-by-result system into the village 
schvols appears to promise well, and Mr. Barlow reports that there has been 
an improvement in primary education during the year, and that he expects — 
much further improvement. : 

19. The Education Committee at

“Of all the municipalities,” writes the Commissioner, 
most successful and usefal, and I attribute its stiecess to the

of meetings.”’ The most active members of the Monghyr Municipality are 
Messrs, Dear and Thomas, General Murray, Dr. Nicholson, Major Waller, 
Baboo Gunga Persad, and the head-master of the zillah school. The township 
of Deoghur, where Mr. Wilmot is the sub-divisional officer; also deserves 
special mention. 

20. In Monghyr the only Court of Wards’ Estate is Khurruckpore, 
belonging to the Durbhanga Raj. ‘This estate is flourishing, and the rents 
have of late been nearly doubled, owing ‘to the irrigation works which aré now 
complete. In Bhagulpore all the estates under the management of the Court 
belong to the Durbhanga Raj: the system of letting the land out to 
speculative farmers has been discontinued, and direct management introduced. 
In Purneah the most important Wards Estate is pergunnah Dhurrumpore, 
belonging to the Durbhanga Raj. Direct management is in force here also. 
In the Sonthal Pergunnahs the estates are nearly all ghatwalee tenures, and are 
much hampered by debt and litigation. 

21. Inquiries have been made during the past year, and previously, with 
a view to establish some kind of forest conservancy in the Government estate 
of Damin+i-koli in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, and it has at last: been determined 
to reserye a small tract of about 40 square miles of sil forest. The situation 
' of this tract is peculiarly favorable, it being within 25 miles of the East Indian 
Railway, with facilities of transport by water to the railway. A notification 
declaring this tract a reserve has already appeared in the Gazette. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has been unable to agree to the Commissioner’s proposal 
that the reserve should not be made over to the Forest Department; but at 
the same time it has been explained that the penal clauses of the Forest Act 
and Rules should not be brought into immediate operation. It is the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s wish that the fullest consideration should be given to 
whatever private rights may exist within the tract. 


22. The Commissioner reports that in some cases the landlords -are 
reducing themselves to the position of annuitants on their estates by giving 
leases to middlemen who are not accustomed to show as much consideration 
towards their, tenantry, as would be shown by a resident proprietor. The 
Liettenant-Governor is, however, glad to notice the following names of 
zemindars who are mentioned with commendation :—Maharajah Sir Joymongul 
Singh, k.0.8.1., Rajah Hurbullubh Narain Singh, Shah Abdool Hossain, Khan

, The Annual Report of the Chittagong Port Fund for the year 1875-76. 


Tue Licutenant-Governor regrets to observe that the prospects of the 
Chittagong Port have not improved during the past year. There has been 
a decline in the receipts under all the headings of the port revenue, except 
in the revenue derived from mail steamers, which shows a small increase of 
Rs. 1,086-3 in consequence of a new line of communication having beén 
opened between Chittagong and the Straits Settlements. A detailed statement 
of the receipts and charges on account of the Chittagong Port Fund for 1875-76 
hag been published in the Calcutta Gazetle of the 12th July last. An abstract 
of the financial position is as follows :—

2. The expénditure is very heavy: there is an increase of * Charges by 
Public Works Officers” of Rs. 26,663-9-1 on account of advances in England for 
materials for the new screw-pile jetty, while an increase of Rs. 16,064 under 
* Dockyard charges” represents the cost of constructing and fitting two pilot 
cutters for the port. : 2 


3. Although Chittagong was declared a port as early as 1822, but little is 
known of the earlicr history of its trade. From the statement below, compiled 
for the last ten years, it will, however, be seen that of receht years the trade of 
the port has been considerable, and that, from 1866-67, it dewaloped steadily 
until 1873-74, when the total value of the trade rose to more than on éfore of 
rupees. Since then the trade of the port has rapidly fallen, and during the past 
year the value of the trade was little more than one-half of what it was in’ 
1873-74 :—

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5. The decrease in European vessels frequenting the port direct from 
Europe is owipg in a great measure to the large stock of salt remaining on 
hand which cliecked importation. 

6. The export trade of Chittagong is confined to supplying Ceylong 
Mauritius, &c., with rice. There is no direct trade with England, as the only 
article of merchandize is rice, which is too costly to pay for export to England. 
The decrease in the rice trade during the year is attributed to the partial 
failure of the rice crop from heavy rains in July, and also to a dispute at a 
critical nément between the merchants and the grain-sellers whether grain 
should continue to be sold by measure as heretofore, or should be weighed. The 
erm yearly export of grain from Chittagong since 1871-72 has been as

There is no doubt that the exports during 1872-73 and 1873-74 were excep- 
tional, and though it may be believed that during the past year the trade was 
abnormally depressed, there is but little hope of the port becoming again as 
pfysperous as.it has been during the years immediately preceding the present 
time.” i 

7. The greater part of the Commissioner’s report is accordingly devoted 
to a consideration of the prospects of the port in its present altered con- 
dition, Various proposals are made, and suggestions offered, some of which 
are of great importance. They cannot, however, now be considered by the 
* Lieut t-Governor. It has always been recognised that an annual report 
should be a record of actual transactions during the year, and not a mere 
channel for introducing new proposals; and the -Lieutenant-Governor is 
obliged to point out to the Commissioner that the numerous important 
questions which are noticed by him should form the subject of a separate 
reference, if they are to be taken up effectually. 

8. Itissufficient to say now thiat the Commissioner advocates a wise policy 
of retrenchment. In his own words, looking to the present condition of the 
port, he does not consider it advisable to expend the money proposed to be 
ay reek ascrew-pile jetty, a bonded warehouse, or a buoy vessel ; but in order 
‘to the trade of Chittagong, he advocates the development of communi- 
_chtion with Naraingunge and Eastern Bengal to the north, and the country 
bordering on the Naaf river to the south, while at the same.time he would 
encourage shippers to frequent the port by the erection of light-houses at 
points to render navigation safe and or.

*e eS rintendent, Dr. Payne, considered it very desirable that there should 
be an intermediate class, because the difference between the monthly charges

Of the second-class, I think it must be said that the change has been advantageous in 

every way. It bas led to satisfactory arrangements with people who could scarcely afford 
the Rs. 100 formerly charged for the first-class, and would have been driven to the old second 
on Rs, 30, I ami at the present time in correspondence regarding a case of the kind, where, 
from the tone of the letter received, it is evident that the only difficulty will be adjusted in this 
manner. 
And of the third-class on Rs. 45 per mensem there is nothing farther to be said than 
that it has been introduced without hinderance of any kind. A more appropriate payment 
has been levied, though still a low one, as compared with the general hospital charge ; and the 
State bas profited to the full amount of the difference. : 

I submit therefore that the alteration is in my judgment an improvement. I would 
suggest enhancement of the highest charge from Rs, 150 to Rs. 200, and J would leave the 
other classes as they are. It is true that the difference between Rs. 200 and Rs, 80 is large, 
and may in appearance reproduce an objectionable feature of the old classification; but the 
cases are not parallel. The means of those who will now use the first-class accommodation are 
separated by a very wide interval from the others. There is no large intermediate class of 
the community who will be perplexed between payment which they cannot afford and position 
which they will not accept, as was the case under the former system, 

With these facts and suggestions, I leave the matter for consideration tothe Surgeon- 


General and the Government. 3

2. The establishment of the Economic Museum was originally 
to the late Lieutenant-Governor by Mr. Phear, and in determin- 
the constitution of the Central and Local Committees, and the plan 
of their work, Sir George Campbell was much assisted by Mr. Phear’s sugges- 
tions. Since then, the progress which has been made in carrying out the 
objects with which the Committees were appointed has in 4 great measure 
been due to the unremitting attention which Mr. Phear, in the midst of 
other numerous and important avocetions, has given to the work of the 
Museum. Among the many claims to grateful remembrance which Mr. Phear 
_has left in different departments of the public service, and in the various 
scientific and philanthropic associations with which his name has been connected, “

A letter No, 554 of -the 25th July 1876, from the Secretary to the Central Relief 
Committee, submitting the final report of the Executive Committee, 


Wuen it became evident that the deficiency in the rainfall of 1873 would 
inevitably produce widespread scarcity and distress throughout Behar and 
Northern Bengal, a public meeting was held in the Town Hall on the 4th of 
February 1874 to discuss the question of the measures to be adopted for adminis- 
tering charitable relief in the distressed districts. The late Viceroy presided. A 
general Central Committee was appointed, and they subsequently proceeded to 
elect some of the most influential gentlemen of Calcutta to form an Executive 
Committee. To the decision of this Committee were referred the allotment of 
funds to the more distressed districts; the various modes of relief to be afforded; 
the administrative details of the agency to be employed; the collection of 
subscriptions, and all matters connected with those subjects. Subscriptions and 
donations were voluntarily and liberally offered towards the formation of a 
Central Relief Fund The objects of this fund were notified to the general 
public on the 4th March 1874; the mode in which the Committee's operations 
had been conducted, and their result, have been briefly explained in the report 
quoted at the head of this Resolution, and need not be recapitulated, as the 
report has already been published in the Gazette. It may be sufficient here 
to mention that, besides the grants assigned to District Committees for the 
purposes of relief, the Central Committee have made several direct grants 
to charitable institutions and private persons for special and miscellaneous 
purposes with a view to the relief of distress. 


2. The balance of money left in the hands of the Executive Committee 
at their last meeting on the 22nd July was Ks. 1,16,252-3-8. Out of this sum 
A the Committee have allotted Rs. 10,000 tothe Goruckpore Orphanage for the 
support of the orphans received there during the famine. A sum of Rs. 56,000 
will further be imvested and made over to the District Charitable Society, the 
income accruing therefrom to be expended in the relief of distressed Natives 
and Europeans in Calcutta. The balance of Rs. 50,000 has been set aside for 
the Home for destitute female orphans in Calcutta, at present connected with 
the,American Zenana Mission: Rs. 40,000 to be expended in the purchase of a 
suitable building, and Rs. 10,000 to be capitalized, and the income accruing 
therefrom to be spent in keeping the building in repair. For the administration 
of this prrtnt grant of Rs. 10,000 the Committee have now asked that the 
Government will act as Trustee of the Fund; the Government have accepted 
this offer. The Lieutenant-Governor will arrange that the Commissioner of 
the Calcutta Police and the Accountant-General for the time being shall be 
the trustees, and that the fund shall be entered on the Accountant-General’s 
books as a Trust Fund. Tho Government Solicitor will hereafter be requested 
to draw up the Deed of Trust. ’ 


* 8. The purposes for which the General and Executive Committees were 
-* appointed having been fulfilled, these bodies are now dissolved. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor desires to take’ this opportunity of cordially acknowledging 
» the value of the services they have rendered to the suffering districts, and of 
thanking them for the disinterested zeal they have displayed in carrying’ out 

the object for which they were formed.

Barometric Pressure.—The pressures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 feet 
are reduced from those given in column 8 of the table on the previous page, by adding the weight of 
a column of air of the temperatures given in column 17, For stations above 500 feet elevation, the 
reduction is made by Captain Allan Cunningham’s table,—“ Prof. papers on Indian Engineering, 
No. OXIII.” The temperatures at the sea-level are taken from column 8 of the above table. 


Temperature.—The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preceding © 
page, by adding 1° Fahrenheit for every 450 feet. 

* Wind Resultant.—Phe resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance are calculated 
from the whole number of wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of the resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
direction is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 


Clouds.—This column gives the average proportion of clouded sky, a cloudless sky being \ndicated 
_ by 0, and one completely overeast by 10.

April, and was then submitted in due course for the approval of the Governor- 
General. His Excellency, however, was unable to give his assent to the Bill, and 
his objection was based on the provision embodied in section 11 of the Bill as 
assed. That section was introduced in order that the law of butwara might not 
used so as to produce an excessive multiplication of petty estates, and with 
this object it was provided that no partition should be allowed if the separate 
estate of the applicant would be liable after partition for an annual amount of 
land revenue less than Rs. 20, and if the assets of the estate would be 
less than Rs. 200, until the proprietor of such estate to redeem the 
amount of revenue for which his estate would be liable. The Governor- - 
General had pointed out that the principle embodied in this section was 
opposed to the course which had been prescribed by the Secretary of State 
on the question of dealing with the redemption of the land revenue. With 
the permission of the Council he would read out those ges of the letter of 
the Government of India which referred to this part of the Bill: — 

“Sections 11 and 13 of the Bill contemplate the redemption of land revenue in the 

following cases :— 
“ (a) Where the separate estate of the applicant for ition wonld, if itioned 
ia be liable for an annual photo land ome less biog he * 
“ (b) Where, in consequence of the lands to be partitioned off being intermingled with 
those held by other proprietors, ‘the result of the partition would be to form 
out of a compact estate one or more estates consisting of scattered parcels 
of land in such a way as, in the opinion of the Collector, to endanger the 
safety of the land revenue.’ 

“ But redemption of the land revenue in these cases is opposed to the Secretary of State’s 
(Sir Charles Wood’s) despatch No. 14, dated 9th July 1862, paragraphs 26 aud 63 of which 
lay down the rule that redemption of land revenue is only to be permitted ‘ at the discretion 
of local Governments, so ns to include lands required for dwelling-houses, factories, gardens, 
plantations, and other similar pu iG 

“In the letter to the Government of Bengal from the Financial Department, No. 3254, 
dated 29th November 1873, the redemption of the revenue of petty estates in Bengul was 
allowed, and the rate of such redemption was fixed at twenty-five times the annual payment 
to be redeemed. Tut these petty estates were understood to be estates paying less than one 
rupee as annual land revenue, an amount so small that its collection entailed an expense 
which the sums collected were insufficient to cover. 

“THis Excellency cannot therefore sanction an extension of the pertaission to redeem ldnd 
revenue such as is contemplated by the sections of the Bill above-mentioned, and he considers 
that there are, especially at the present time, grave objections to any such extension. 

“His Excellency has, however, no objection to the redemption of land revenue being 
confined to holdings so minnte in Bengal as to pay annually not more than one rupee of 
Government revenue, but only where the revenue is fixed in perpetuity, not in Orissa or 
any other temporarily-assessed tracts.” 

He thought it would be elear to hon’ble members from these 
exactly what the objection of the Supreme Government was, and it would pid 
be clear that there were two ways in which the objection could be removed: 
first, the former part of the section might be allowed to stand as before, and 
the concluding clause» which referred to the power of redemption, might be 
struck out; or else, secondly, the limit down to which partition should be 












allowed might be reduced to one rupee, and it might be provided that no

RESOLUTION ON THE ANNUAL ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF 
THE PATNA DIVISION FOR THE YEAR 1875-76.

The Annual Administration Report of the Commissioner of the Patna Division for the 

year 1875-76. 

Tur Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges the punctuality with which this full 
report has been submitted. The district officers’ reports, especially the reports 
of the Magistrates of Patna and of Durbhunga, deserve commendation. 

2. The year 1875 opened throughout the Patna Division with every 
prospect of plenty, but owing to a deficient and unfortunately distributed 
rainfall the promise of the crops was not fulfilled, and the year closed with a 
failure of the winter rice harvest under circumstances of grave anxiety for the 
welfare of the people. The average rainfall at the head-quarters of each district 
of the division, and the actual rainfall in 1875, is shown month by month in 
the following statement :-— 
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good harvest. To use the Commissioner's words—“ As far as the rice crop is 
concerned, the rains beginning about the 4th ofOctober are the nick Segoe. 
‘In propitious onan clouds begin to gather at the latter end of September, 
and about the 4t October a violent gale from the east’ Sweeps over the whole 
of this division, lasting from three days to a week. All business is generally 
suspended through the inclemency of the weather, and all classes watch the 
rainfall with interest. ‘To the agriculturist it means a plentiful rice harvest 
and moisture for his cold weather sowings; to the planter it bears the promise 
of a fair-coming indigo season ; to the general public it means cheap grain; to 
the European it is the happy omen of an early cold weather. In the several — 
years 1873-74, 1874-75, and 1875-76 this rainfall has been deficient.” 

4. So early as November last there wére apprehensions of short crops and 
general distress throughout North Behar. The rice crop was in many places 
reported to be a total failure, and it was estimated that the stocks of food-grain 
would require to be largely supplemented from other districts to meet the 
requirements of the people. At this time the permanent construction and 
extension of the Durbhunga Railway was sanctioned, and drew labour from all 
parts of North Behar, affording relief to thousands. 


5. Subsequently, Messrs. Geddes and MacDonnell were deputed on special 
duty to enquire into the apprehended scarcity, and these officers ascertained 
that although the failure bad been great—almost total—in certain localities, 
yet that the area of failure was a limited one. Anxiety was gradually con- 
tracted fxomr special tracts to individual villages, and finally attention was 
centred upon the two sub-divisions of Seetamurhee and Mudhoobunnee. 

6. In Seetamurheé the Assistant Magistrate had with praiseworthy 
activity turned out the laboring population along the banks of streams, and, 
by banking up the waters, had irrigated large areas of land on which the 

. villagers were not slow in sowing cold-weather crops. A little later, and 
the holders of Indian-corn in Nepaul began to sell freely and poured a large 
quantity of grain into the market; prices went down, the bazars became 
amply stocked with cheap grain, and the partial scarcity in the sub-division 
was relieved, An estimate of a seven annas outturn of the rice crop for 
Seetamurhee has been accepted by Government. 

7. The north-east parts of Durbhunga, including pergunnals Alapore 
and Naradigur, then alone claimed attention. In the case of these perguonahs 
no favorable circumstances arose, and the fact was patent that, while the crops 
had failed, a large number of the people were in a condition of extreme poverty 
and destitution. ‘The outturn of the rice crop was estimated at only five annas 
in this sub-division. With the approval of Government centres of observation 
were fixed, and the district officers continued on the alert, watching the sigus 
of coming distress. In a quiet and unobtrusive manner arrangements were 
made to meet very extensive distress, should it arise. As a special measure, the 
collection of rents in part of the Durbhunga estate was suspended. Not until the 

ginning of February was it found necessary to commence the administration of 
relief; but shortly after this time reports poured in showing that the paupers of 
all the villages in the distressed pergunnahs were more or less on the verge of 
starvation. ‘Ibe relief offered was principally in the form of village charity to 
the sickly and weak ; to a small extent employment was afforded on relief 
works, village roads, tanks, and the like. x the middle of May last, that is 
to say about the worst period of distress, Sir Richard Temple visited the 
affected tracts and found that distress, wherever manifested, had been promptly 
and efficiently relieved by the local officers. Although the early anticipations 
of the extent of the distress had, happily, not been realized, and although 
there was nothing like famine, nor even an approach to famine, anywhere, 
still there was real and undeniable suffering over a limited area of country 
yg many thousands of persons, and the Licutenant-Governor satisfied- 
himself, by a personal inspection of the country, that the organization of 
relief measures was absolutely necessary to save life. He not only saw the 
ple in a state of physical and mental depression, but he also found some 

ion and some abandonment of fields by reason of this second drought 

“ e on the traces of the famine. The executive arrangements 

ry were, however, highly successful. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor 
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is glad to be able to say also that, 
of the Government felief expenditure will be covered by Rs. 80,000, of which’ 
about Rs. 8,000 will be debitable to road fands and to private gpbscriptions. 
Both Mr. Metcalfe, the Commissioner of tlie Division, and Mr. MacDonnell, 
the Magistrate of Durbhunga, are entitled to credit for the manner in which 
they have successfully, and at the same time economically, organized the 
administration of relief. This is exclusive of the extensive relief afforded in 
the great estate of Durbhunga, for which Colonel Burn and his officers 
deserve much credit. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor observes us a satisfactory symptom that the 
prices of food-grains have continued to be low all over Behar, notwithstanding 
adverse circumstances ; and that even in places where the failure was greatest, 
the prices have not been abnormal. There is little doubt that this cheapness 
of foodis attributable to the prosperous harvests which were reaped in Bengal, 
and to the fact that such districts as Sarun, Chumparun, Monghyr, Gya, and 
also Nepaul, about which uneasiness was felt, yielded an outturn very little, 
if a€ all, short of an average crop. There were thus resources available from 
which supplies were obtained through private trade for the tracts suffering 
from scarcity. 

9. The Durbhunga State Railway was closed for traffic during the rainy 
season, from the 12th of June to the Ist November 1875. he following 
statement shows the number of passengers and the quantity of fraffic carried 
during the period of the year the railway was open :— ; 
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From Ist April to 12th June 1875 
From Ist Noverber 1876 to Slst March 1876 
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10. The Commissioner is of opinion that the traffic is more than the 
present stock on the line can carry, but the Lieutenant-Governor sees no reason 
for thinking that this is the case. On the contrary, the careful enquiry that was 
made into this matter by the Director of State Railways shows that the stock is 
aed sufficient. ‘The railway has now been placed on a permanent footing, 
and an extension has been sanctioned to Mozufferpore. A steam-ferry has also 
been established, connecting the terminus of the State Railway with the station 
of Barh, belonging to the East Indian Railway. he steam-ferry working jn 
conjunction with the railway has been most useful in counteracting the 


- consequences of the recent failure of crops over parts of North Behar. The total 


uantity of food-grains despatched by the railway from Bazitpore to Durbhunga 
uring the first six months of the year 1876 is as follows ;— 












as faras the financial aspect of the case is 
cancerned, the results are satisfactory.

* Ist January; a further reduction to two pies a maund was reported om the 
- 20th April. The large increase of traffic apparent in May and June is doubtless 
attributakle to this further reduction. The Lieutenant-Governor believes 
that the reduction of the rate for food-grains has been effected on a sound 
principle, and is beneficial both in the interests of the railway and of the public. 


12. The paragraphs of Mr. Metcalfe’s report, relating to, the trade and 
commerce of the division, are necessarily imperfect, as the results of the new 
system of registration for a whole year are not yet available. It is remarked 
that the northern districts of the division now rather import than export food- 
grain; and that the famine, as far as Dyrbhunga is concerned, has to a great 
extent altered the direction of trade. The Lieutenant-Governor does not doubt 
that this effect has been temporarily produced in some measure by the famine ; 
but at the same time he would say that it appears to be the case that even in 
ordinary years the vast district of Tirhoot, asa whole, is rather an importing than 
an, exporting district. Whether the year is favorable or unfavorable, there must 
be some importation of rubbee crops into the rich rice-producing tracts of 
Alapore and Mudhoobunnee, where little else than rice is cultivated. The 
observations of more than one year are necessary before an accurate knowledge 
of the direction and resources of the Behar trade can be obtained. 


18. The Lieutenant-Governor has received separately a valuable report 
on the trage of the city of Patna, which has been compiled by Mr. Rattray, 
the Saft Superintendent of Patna. ‘The thanks of Government are due to Mr. 
Rattray for the intelligence and industry he has devoted to the preparation of 
this report. 

14. In some parts of the Patna Division statistical enquiries of a general 
nature have been actively prosecuted during the year. In the Patna district 
itself some valuable agricultural statistics have been collected, and are 
printed as.an enclosure to the Commissioner’s report. ‘The registration of 
vital statistics shows improvement. Sanction has been accorded since the close 
of the yeor under review to a re-census of the sub-division of Mudhoobunnee. 


15. The experimental farm at Arrah has been closed, but the Poosah 
farm, for the cultivation of tobacco, was working fully throughout the year. 
Mr. Henry has written a complete and lucid report on the working of this 
farm. It is said that the manufactured tobacco is likely to sell at high 
prices, but that fhe drought that has prevailed during the past and present 
year is unfavorable to its cultivation. 

16. ‘The conditions of indigo cultivation in Tirhoot have always been 
referred to in the Resolutions of Government on the Patna Administration 
Report. The establishment of this great industry on a firm basis, resting 
on the contentment of the people, continues to be a matter of great interest 
and importance. Nevertheless complaints on the part of individuals have some- 

* times been made, and cases have occasionally occurred, which cause anxiety 
as to the future relations between indigo planters and their ryots, and which 
show that these relations resolve themselves into questions between landlord 
andtenant. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the officers of Government 
should avoid doing anything which may unnecessarily provoke a contest between 
landlord and tenant, between employer and laborer, and between the several 

ies to a large system of engagements, but should also preserve a firm and 
jlant attitude in regard to doing justice between man and man, so that 
the balance of the administration of the law may be fairly and exactly held 

* between the planters and ryots in the event of disputes arising. 

2%. In particular, the Lieutenant-Governor has had,occasion to observe 

_ that in Rehar the exercise by the landlord of the power of distraining the ryots’ 
crops is carried to a degree clearly beyond the letter and spirit of the law, and 
beyond the actual “reel in Bengal. The question has for some time past been 







sing anxiety. Itmay be that the prozedure of distraint locally adopted 
har has the as m of long-established usage; still, as it is 
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occasion shall arise, that the law imposes conditions which cannot be dis- 
regarded, and that crops cannot be distrained save under the provisions of Act ° 
VIII of 1869. In the large estate of Durbhounga, toe, it has been ordered that 
the provisions of the law of distraint are not in any way to be,exceeded. 
Doubtless if a good example can be enforced in this estate, an effect will be 
produced upon neighbouring estates. 

18. The administration of the Durbhunga Raj during ‘the year has been 
a source of much anxiety to Government. The Commissioner does not allude 
to this subject in his report, and it was not necessary to discuss it fully. 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor has convinced himself by personal obser- 
vation that the condition of the peasantry in those tracts of the estate which 
have suffered from drought is low; that a certain proportion of the land 
has fallen out of cuktivation ; and that many persons out of work have gone 
to seek livelihood elsewhere. A careful enquiry has brought some difficulties 
to light which are now being remedied, and in many tracts arrears of rent 
have been remitted and current rents revised. In other tracts where wholesale 
remissions of rent have not been necessary, the current rents are now being 
revised as a temporary measure. A covenanted civil servant has been specially 
appointed at Durbhunga to effect a detailed measurement and an assessment 
of the customary rent rates. 1t may be added that, in the midst of much that 
is less encouraging, it is satisfactory to find that the authorities in the Durbhunga 
estate affirm the frequent existence of the occupancy rights under Act X of 
1859, which has been so often denied as regards most parts of Behat.. Jn .the 
enquiries now proceeding, all such occupancy rights as may have actually 
accrued under the operation of the law will be carefully recorded. 


20. The Government revenue of the Patna Division, during the past year, 
derived from Land Revenue, Excise, and Stamps, exceeded a crore of rupees,

There was an increase in Excise revenue from every district of the division 
except Durbhunga. There was a total increase also in the revenue from 
Stamps. 

21. In the matter of education, the most backward district is said to be 
Chumpurun ; but steady progress has been made during the year in all the 
districts of the division. In Patna the Educational Committee meetings are 
well attended. 

22. The Commissioner describes’ some of the zemindars of the division 
as being embarrassed and in pecuniary difficulties. This is matter for much 
regret. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find that, in the Patna district, 
Faizool Iabman, the zemindar of Doomree, is favorably mentioned. In 
Shahabad, the Maharajah of Doomraon is reported to stand conspicuous 
for his loyalty and liberality on ali occasions. The Lieutenant-Governor also 
observes with pleasure that the following resident landlords are favorably 
mentioned :—
